mental apparatus, but has merely out- 
lined it mentally. 


"I would have a f-mall storage bat- 


tery worn in a belt,"he said, "with 
small copper wire-: rr-jVur; from it tip 
through (ho sleo\c-i &y<l collected with 
each hand on tho great or middle finger 
with a copper ring the thumb can reach 
iu the palm of tho hand. 
When the

tuting a riiy rnraary cell.

out of sight everything but tho tactical 
advantage of the lonely pedestrian at- 
tached in front bv lhe bold marauder or 
clu'pod from behind by the lurking gar- 
roter.

AGAINST BI/ACKHSTIXG. 


W. E. Willets was a conductor on the 


East Coast Railway iu Florida.

offered a better position on tho South 
Florida road he gave his employers tho 
usual notice and went to work on the 
South Florida road. In three days he 
was discharged, no cause being as 
signed, but he learned, however, tha 
he was blacklisted by tho Superintend 
ent of the East Coas-t road. Ho vainly 
applied for work on every railroad in 
Florida and then brought suit for 
damages iu the United States Cour 
against tho East Coast road. On the 
trial the attorneys for the road ur<ec 
that writing the blacklisting letter WUL 
the act of the Superintendent and thai 
the corporation should not be helc 
responsible. 
The court held, howevei 


that the Superintendent was the agent 
of the corporation and that the cor- 
poration was responsible for his acts, 
aud Willets was awarded $1,750 dam- 
ages. 


This ruling of the United State*. 


Court will probably end the blacklist- 
ing business by railroad Suponntend- 


-ent».-As it has been, a blacklisted 


railroad map was debarred from earn- 
ing a living at his occupation aa he 
i'.onld not. get employment on any road. 
Of course railroad 
Superintendents 


have the rightto discharge any employe 
for or without cause, but they should 
not be permitted to prevent iuen whom 
they discharge from obtaining employ- 
ment by blacklisting them.

The South Carolina Legislature is de- 


termined to prevent lynching. 
Thf 


Assembly has passed the Anti-Lynch- 
Ing bill, which provides that in all 
cases of lynching, -whore death ensue", 
the county where the lynching takes 
place shall be liable to exemplary dam- 
ages in a sum not less than $2,000, to be 
recovered in a competent court by the 
legal representatives of tho person 
lynched. 


If this bill becomes a law it will act 


as a deterrent in the State. It is not 
likely, except in tho most aggravated 
oases, that taxpayers will encourage 
mobs to take the law in their own 
hands when they have to foot H bill of 
not less than $2,000 for each lynching. 
They may, however, conclude that it is 
a cheaper way of getting rid of crimi- 
nate than that prescribed by law. At 
any rate it shows a disposition on the 
part of South Carolina lawmakers to 
prevent a continuance of the lynchings, 
which .hare disgraced that and other
